JUDGES JOKES. 

A genuine joke isia rarity nowadays in an 
English court of jastice, Sometimes, it is truc,: 
a sorry jest on the part of Bench or Bar raises 2 
laugh: but in the ‘midst of the deadly dullness, 
which has settled upon our courts, it would ‘be 
difficult to conceive a piece of plensantry that 
would not be hailed as a welcome relief. A well- 
known Chancery judge who is proud of his con- 
versational powers keeps his Court in a constant 
tilter by his cheerful chat: but we are not aware 
that his lordship ever perpetrated a bo sof that 
will live, It would, too, bean wutrage to repro- 
duce here any of those paltry puns which some- 
times convulse the Court of Appeal. We believe 
that it will be all but unanimously admitted 
that the present is, from this point of view, at 
least, one of the drenriest eras in our forensic 
‘annals,: It would be casy to‘sugeest causes for 
this state of things, but it would not be a very 
profitable inquiry. Whether our modern lawyers 
are less light-bearted than! their forbears, 
whether their minds are so full of legal lore as 
tolenve no room for mother wit, whether they 
are in too great a hurry to be merry, are ques- 


-tions which suggest_a_fertile_field_of_thought._ 


But to whatever origin this decadence is due, it 
is, ag we have said, a lamentable fact. The 
contrast between the present and the past is 
striking indeed, The courts were for gencrations 
famous'for a brilliant galaxy of wits. - Bench 
and Bur rivalled each other jn a readiness of 
repartee which gave an added brilliancy to both, 
Thut there were giants on the Beech and the Bar 
in'those days, : = 

It in atrange, but true, that our legal humour 
should never have found its historian, . There is 
a wealth of anecdote through legal biography 
although no one has ever taken the’ pains to 
collect together the gems which thus lic buried, 
But, perhaps, the best stories have been handed 
down by tradition, and many have never been 
told at'all, except by word of mouth. Nothing 


illustrates the paucity of modern legal witticisms 


more forcibly than the way in which hoary’Joc 
Miller's are resuscitated ever arid anon,, until it 
is almost impossible to trace them back to their 
beginning. There is for instance, scarcely a 
ster of diminutive stature who ‘has not, as 
the story goes, been requested by some judge or 


‘other to “stand up when addressing the Court,” 


and has indignantly replied, “1 nm standing 
up, my lord.” The real Simon Pure was, we 
believe, £ counsel named Morgan who, from 
the freqdency with which he cited Croke's. 
Reports according to the ‘reigns, as Croke 
Charles, Croke James; and Croke Elizabeth, 
was known by the sobriquet of “ Frog Morgan,” 
while the judge was Lord Mansfield. We do 
not know how many Judges, on asking the ques- 
tion. .“ What is that noise tn Court ?” have not 
been answered by some’ barrister or other, 
“Only the plaintiff filing affidavits, my'lord.” 
The Jadge was really Vice-Chancellor Malins, 
and the counsel a distinguished Q.C. who'now 
holds a high position nt. Somerset House. 
There isa good story told of a medical witness 
catled during the trial of a prisoner for stealing, 
who gave it as his opinion that the accused was 
suffering from kleptomania, and added, turning 
to the {deer “You lordship of course, knows 
what that is?" To which the Judge replied, 
“Yes; itis what I am sent here to.cure.” The 
real author of this sof was Mr. Justice 
‘Byles, who had a strong vein of homely 
humour. Byles was the author ofa book on 
Bills—to the Isy mind 2 subject handy suscep- 
tible of lipht treatment, and. not in itself, we be- 
eve, strictly speaking, amusing., .Now the 
learned Judge rode a sorry hack which. was 
known {n the Temple by the name of Bills, and 
“There goes Byles on Bills,” was a stock say- 
ing.
